ARTICLE  1 :  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the  ensuring  year. 

NOTE:  By  law,  the  meeting  must  open  before  the  voting  starts.  Therefore,  the 
meeting  and  the  polls  will  be  open  at  11:00  a.m.  for  the  consideration  of 
Article  1.  At  noon  the  meeting  will  recess  but  the  polls  shall  remain  open  and 
shall  not  close  until  7:00  p.m.

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1 ,000  to  be 
placed  into  the  Building  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  handicap 
accessibility,  (recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $9,000  to  be 
placed  into  the  Fire  Dept  Heavy  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
(recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,000  to  be

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  agents 
of  the  Town,  as  prescribed  in  RSA  35:15,  to  expend  the  Highway  Heavy 
Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  highway  heavy  equipment. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$58,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  35,000  GVW  dump  truck  for  the  Highway 
Department.  ($30,000  from  Highway  Heavy  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
and  $28,000  to  be  raised  from  taxation.)

35,000  GVW  dump  truck.  The  Selectmen  have  the  right  to  accept  or  deny  any 
bids. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $40,000  to 
replace  the  Cass  Mill  Bridge  by  removing  $40,000  from  the  Edwin  W.  Ferrin 
Memorial  Trust  as  established  in  1986. 
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ARTICLE  1 1 :  To  see  If  the  Town  will  vote  to  withdraw  $1 5,71 3.29  from  the 
Edwin  W.  Ferrin  Memorial  Trust  as  per  the  trust  document  to  be  deposited  in  the 
General  Fund  to  offset  the  General  Government  Expenses.

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  202- 
A:4-d  authorizing  the  library  trustees  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other 
than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  public  purpose, 
provided,  however,  that  no  acceptance  of  personal  property  by  the  library 
trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the  library  trustees  to  raise, 
appropriate  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or 
replacement  of  such  personal  property.  And  further  to  require  that  prior  to  the 
acceptance  of  any  gift,  valued  at  over  $5,000,  the  public  library  trustees  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  acceptance. 
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ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  over  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  Bunker  Hill  Cemetery  map/lot  #R1 0-001  from  the  Bunker  Hill 
Cemetary  Association,  as  it  has  no  interested  members  that  are  able  to  carry  on 
in  the  near  future,  with  all  records  and  funds  being  tumed  over  to  the  Town 
Cemetary  Trustees.  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  a  ninety-nine  (99)  year  lease  with  Hill  Village  Bible  Church  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  use  of  a  portion  of  Town  land  approximately  one-third  (1/3)  to 
one-half  (1/2)  acre  on  Crescent  Street  bordering  Hill  Village  Bible  Church 
property  on  the  north.  Terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease  to  be  negotiated 
between  Selectmen  and  representatives  of  Hill  Village  Bible  Church,  but  to 
include  cutting  of  some  timber.  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reduce  the  composition  of  the 
Budget  Committee  from  twelve  (12)  elected  members  to  nine  (9).  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  indefinately,  until 
rescinded,  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  by  Tax 
Collector's  deed.  Such  conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction 
or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise 
disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA80:80. 

ARTICLE  21 :  Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the 
Town  of  Hill,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be  as  follows: 
for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $20,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of 
age  up  to  80  years,  $30,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older  $40,000.  To 
qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5 
years,  own  the  real  estate  indiviually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by 
such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In 
addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  less  than  $13,400  or,  if 
married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $20,400;  and  own  net  assets  not  in 
excess  of  $35,000.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  amounts  of  the  exemption 
for  any  age  category  be  less  than  $5,000. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  a  lease/purchase  agreement  in  the  amount  of  Four  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  Sixty  Four  Dollars  and  Fifty  Cents  ($4,964.50)  payable  over  a  term  of 
forty-eight  months  (48)  to  purchase  Town  Clerk  Motor  Vehicle  Software  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  One  Hundred  Thirty  Four 
Dollars  and  Twenty-five  Cents  ($1,134.25)  for  the  first  year's  payment  for  that 
purpose.  (Majority  vote  required) 
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ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made  to  the  Town  in 
trust  for  any  public  purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

On  behalf  of  the  Hill  Board  of  Selectmen,  I  take  great  pride  in  commending  all 
elected  and  appointed  officials  and  all  of  the  volunteers  for  the  time  and  effort 
they  donated  to  the  Town  of  Hill  and  its  citizens.  Their  efforts  are  what  make 
this  a  great  community. 

In  looking  back  over  the  year  of  1996,  the  Town  of  Hill  has  made  some 
substantial  gains.  We  were  able  to  upgrade  the  facility  at  the  town  transfer 
station  by  adding  additional  lighting,  a  new  metal  bin  area,  and  painting  the 
mechanical  building  on  the  site.  We  have  extended  the  hours  of  the  transfer 
station  by  adding  summer  hours  on  Wednesday  evenings  starting  the  first  week 
of  May  and  ending  the  last  week  of  September.  We  hope  you  are  pleased  with 
these  improvements. 

The  Town  Hall  and  the  Town  Shed  have  had  face  lifts  with  fresh  coats  of  paint. 
Both  buildings  look  great.  The  Town  Hall  is  having  improvements  made  to  the 
Inside  as  well.  The  Tax  Collector/Town  Clerk's  office  will  be  renovated  to  better 
serve  our  community.  This  office  has  been  equipped  with  a  new  computer 
system,  fax  machine,  an  answering  machine,  new  phone  lines,  and  building  wide 
surge  protection.  These  improvements  were  greatly  needed  to  keep  our 
community  current  with  the  surrounding  towns.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to 
make  these  changes  while  staying  within  our  budgets. 

This  year  we  adjusted  our  public  hours  for  the  Selectmen,  Tax  Collector/Town 
Cleric,  Police  Department  and  the  Public  Library  to  make  it  more  accessible  for 
you.  Please  see  page  2  for  office  hours,  phone  numbers  and  addresses  of  these 
Departments. 

We  have  started  the  logging  of  town  lots  by  hiring  a  cerlified  forester.  He  has 
been  marking  the  trees  and  preparing  the  lots  for  bids  and  removal  of  trees.  We 
hope  to  have  your  approval  to  sell  several  of  these  lots  to  generate  revenue  for 
the  Town. 

It  was  with  great  pleasure  that  we  sold  the  property  on  New  Chester  Road 
formally  known  as  the  Crutch  Factory.  We  were  able  to  sell  the  property  for 
$41 ,000.  After  expenses,  the  Town  was  able  to  see  a  profit  of  $33,268. 

We  are  disappointed  to  say  that  the  Department  of  Revenue  would  not  allow  the 
1996  Warrant  Article  #3  regarding  the  Cass  Mill  Bridge  to  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Board.  They  did  not  approve  of  the  amendments  made  at  the  Town  Meeting. 
We  hope  this  year's  article  will  be  able  to  be  acted  upon  as  written.

LIBRARIAN  AND  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

Librarian  Grace  Ainsworth  resigned  in  March  to  take  a  full-time  position  at  the 
Meredith  Public  Library.  The  Trustees  have  hired  Ann  Clement  of  Hill  to  take 
Grace's  place. 

Steve  Rosen  has  built  a  circulation  desk  to  our  specifications,  which  included  a 
locked  cabinet  where  we  can  keep  old  and  valuable  books  not  for  general 
circulation.  This  is  an  item  we  have  long  wanted.  The  desk  has  proved  most 
convenient,  and  we  feel  it  gives  us  a  very  professional  appearance. 

There  have  been  notable  gifts  throughout  the  year,  including  two  brand  new  file 
cabinets,  given  to  us  by  Dick  Hubbard  of  Bristol.  We  were  able  to  incorporate 
them  into  the  circulation  desk.  These  cabinets  have  enabled  us  to  run  a  much 
more  efficient  operation. 
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Gifts  of  books  numbered  833.  These  included  145  from  Avril  Cornel,  who 
continues  to  supply  us  with  brand  new  books  about  every  other  month.  We 
have  also  received  some  76  large  print  books,  mostly  fiction,  which  have  proved 
very  popular  and  28  videos.  We  have  also  had  generous  donations  from  the 
Seip  family,  Michael  Baker,  Leigh  Garneau,  Grace  Ainsworth,  Chelsey  Holshoe, 
Henry  Osmer,  C.B.  Robie,  Doug  Kane,  Jack  McHenry,  Kristi  Nesteruk,  Bev 
Worden  and  Kathy  Jeanson  plus  many  single  book  donations  too  numerous  to 
list.  A  book  donation  was  also  presented  in  memory  of  Warren  Schofield. 

The  Friends  of  the  Libray  have  continued  their  much  valued  support.  They  have 
raised  $2,017  for  a  computer  through  yard  sales,  book  sales  and  a  pumpkin 
festival  held  in  the  fall.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Friends  for  their 
generous  donation  of  a  book  to  the  Library  dedicated  to  each  child  born  in  Hill 
for  the  year.  For  1 995, 1 0  books  were  donated. 

Through  Tom  Grogan,  we  were  informed  of  the  possibility  of  receiving  a 
computer  as  a  gift  from  Gifts  in  Kind  America,  an  organization  offering  many 
different  types  of  assistance  to  small  rural  libraries  and  other  non-profit 
organizations.  We  are  now  pursuing  this  possibility. 

The  Library  has  lost  a  faithful  and  devoted  friend  with  the  death  of  Ruth 
Hayward.  Her  sons  suggested  that  in  lieu  of  flowers,  contributions  in  her 
memory  be  given  to  the  Library.  This  generous  offer  resulted  in  donations  of 
more  than  $500.  The  Trustees  voted  to  spend  this  money  on  children's  books, 
each  of  which  will  carry  a  book  plate  commemorating  Ruth. 

Our  present  Library  hours  seem  to  be  working  out  rather  well.  We  have  a  story 
hour  on  Thursday  mornings  for  the  Kindergarten  children.  Thursday  afternoons 
we  often  have  several  small  study  groups  from  the  school  using  our  library. 

We  have  had  39  new  patrons  using  library  cards  since  April.  We  look  forward  to 
continued  use  by  the  school  and  hope  more  town  families  will  visit  and  support 
us  during  this  next  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Hill  Fire  Department  responded  to  82  calls  this  year.  A  breakdown  of  these 
calls  are  as  follows:

Department  staffing  continues  to  be  a  never  ending  problem.  Currently  there 
are  only  12  members.  Which  leaves  us  8  - 10  people  short  to  be  effective.  In 
addition  to  this,  11  of  the  12  members  work  day  time  hours.  This  essentially 
leaves  the  town  without  a  fire  department  during  the  day.  We  have  made  every 
effort  to  compensate  for  this  by  placing  Bristol  and  Franklin  Fire  Departments  on 
automatic  response  for  any  fire  call  that  occurs  during  the  day.  There  is  little 
else  that  can  be  done  until  the  membership  of  our  department  increases.  I 
encourage  all  residents  to  be  extremely  fire  conscious  and  make  fire  safety  a 
priority  during  these  difficult  times. 

Another  area  of  difficulty  for  us  has  been  the  fire  trucks.  The  pump  in  the  tanker 
has  a  worn  pump  shaft  and  we  can  no  longer  draft  water  with  this  truck.  The 
cost  to  repair  this  is  approximately  $6,000.  The  truck  is  still  operable,  but  is  not 
dependable  with  this  type  of  problem.  Therefore,  it  can  only  be  used  in  a  shuttle 
operation  instead  of  an  attack  operation.  Due  to  the  age  of  this  vehicle  (20  yrs), 
the  age  of  the  pump  (50  yrs),  and  the  cost  associated  with  repairs,  I  have 
requested  that  this  truck  be  sold  this  year  while  it  still  has  value  as  a  fire  truck. 

The  three  year  building  improvement  project  on  the  station  was  completed  this 
year  with  new  doors  and  a  new  ceiling  in  the  main  bay.  All  additional  work 
needed  will  come  from  the  normal  operating  budget. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  community  on  behalf  of  all  the  members  for 
their  continued  support  of  the  department.  We  will  continue  to  strive  to  do  the 
best  that  we  can  within  our  capabilities.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST 
RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  fmd  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before 
doing  any  open  burning.   Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.    Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.    State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as 
the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.   If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.   This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick 
response  from  local  fire  departments.

REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Hill  Police  Department  has  suffered  a  loss  this  past  year.  Sgt.  Glenn 
Laramie,  who  was  with  us  for  8  years,  has  taken  over  the  part  time  position  as 
Police  Chief  in  Andover. 

I  cannot  express  enough  the  loss  that  the  town  of  Hill  has  suffered,  and  we  will 
miss  Glenn,  who  came  out  any  time  of  the  night  when  he  was  needed.  I  am 
sure  that  everyone  in  Hill  wishes  Glenn  the  best  of  luck  with  his  new 
undertaking!!! 

Although  we  can't  replace  Glenn,  we  have  hired  Wayne  Stevens,  who  started 
with  us  in  November,  1996.  Wayne  has  little  experience  but  a  lot  of  heart. 
Wayne  has  a  degree  in  Criminal  Justice  from  New  Hampshire  Tech.  If  the 
budget  passes  Wayne  will  work  a  couple  of  day  shifts  during  the  week. 

Starting  July  1 ,  1996  the  Police  Department  contracted  with  the  City  of  Franklin 
to  dispatch  for  us.  It  is  at  a  reduced  cost  from  that  of  the  Merrimack  County 
Sheriffs  Department.  The  reduced  cost  will  not  appear  in  this  budget  because 
the  Franklin  Police  Department  will  be  moving  into  a  new  building  in  1997.  Our 
contract  states  that  we  will  cover  any  expense  to  move  our  telephone  line.  That 
cost  is  an  unknown  figure,  so  I  left  the  budget  the  same  for  dispatch.  I  feel  that 
it  should  cover  any  costs  to  move  the  telephone  line.  You  can  now  call  a  local 
number  instead  of  having  to  make  a  long  distance  call.  The  new  dispatch 
number  is  (603)934-3949.  We  have  stickers  made  up  for  your  telephone  which 
will  be  available  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  Franklin  Police  Department  does  not  keep  records  of  the  calls  the  same 
way  that  the  Merrimack  County  Sheriff  Department  kept  the  records.  Therefore, 
I  cannot  give  you  a  total  number  of  calls  received.  They  keep  records  on  the 
calls  for  service  that  we  do. 

1 996  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Police  Department.  We  have  had  it  all, 
from  a  double  homicide,  a  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident,  to  a  hunting  accident 
with  personal  injury. 

I  would  like  to  take  a  moment  to  speak  about  the  double  homicide  that  happened 
in  our  town.  Although  I  do  not  agree  with  the  jury  verdict,  we  have  to  live  with  it. 
No  town  in  New  Hampshire  which  has  had  such  an  event  occur  can  conduct  that 
type  of  investigation  alone.  From  the  Bristol  patrolman  that  came  over  the  line 
to  back  me  up  on  the  initial  call,  to  the  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
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Police  Major  Crime  Unit  that  worked  the  investigation  under  Sgt.  David 
Crawford,  to  the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  Ann  Rice  who  tried  the  case,  they 
all  did  a  super  job.  I,  along  with  the  members  of  the  Major  Crime  Unit,  want  to 
thank  Brenda  Cummings  and  Tricia  Rosen  for  taking  care  of  us  during  the 
investigation.  Any  time  we  needed  coffee  or  sandwiches,  etc.  they  were  there. 
THANK  YOU. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  Troop  D  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Police,  Troopers  Mike  Nolan  and  Mike  Ranhoff  who  worked  with  us  on  several 
investigations  during  the  year. 

We  did  approximately  305  property  checks  during  the  year.  Again,  we  feel  that 
the  reason  that  we  only  had  two  (2)  burglaries  during  the  year  is  because  we  are 
on  the  back  roads  checking  the  camps.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  highway  department  had  a  crusher  come  in  to  the  town  gravel  pit  to  crush 
about  7,000  yards  of  1  1/2  "  gravel.  We  put  the  gravel,  which  is  a  top  course 
mix,  on  most  all  gravel  roads  as  we  grade  them.  We  also  started  a  crack  seal 
program,  which  will  help  preserve  the  tar  roads  we  have  paved.  The  Village, 
Cass  Mill  Road  plus  most  of  Murray  Hill  Road  have  been  sealed. 

One  section  of  road  in  the  Village  known  as  Cross  Road  was  paved  and  a  short 
section  on  the  Borough  Road  was  paved  to  finish  that  area. 

Most  of  our  summer  work  was  spent  on  the  gravel  roads  this  year.  We  added 
gravel  and  replaced  culverts  that  are  not  large  enough  in  length  or  size  to  handle 
the  drainage  area  or  road  width. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  public  for  their  comments  and  suggestions  this  year. 
Good  or  bad  they  are  all  input  to  the  department  and  help  me  plan  for  the  future 
road  work  and  care.

POND  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Pond  Committee  had  one  meeting  this  year  and  members  were  asked  to 
submit  ideas  for  the  Pond  during  the  month  of  September. 

Here  are  some  of  the  ideas: 

1 .  A  general  pond  cleanup  in  late  August  or  early  September  when  the  Pond  is 
low.  Volunteers  to  help  with  cleanup. 

2.  Utilize  Shock  Incarceration  Unit  from  Laconia  Prison  Unit  for  cleanup. 

These  measures  would  give  us  more  flexibility  as  to  what  is  removed  from  the 
Pond.  The  cost  to  the  Town  for  the  above  two  measures  would  be  zero.  If  the 
pond  cleanup  is  done  yearly,  the  water  level  in  the  Pond  would  increase  and 
growth  of  grasses  would  decrease.  According  to  the  County  Agent,  a  water 
depth  of  two  to  three  feet  would  stop  growth  of  grasses  completely.  The  Pond 
cleanup  would  have  to  be  an  ongoing  Town  effort.

REPORTABLE  CONDITIONS  AND  OTHER  MATTERS 


To  the  Members  of  the

Town  of  Hill 
Hill,  New  Hampshire 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Hill  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1995,  we 
considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these 
systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be 
relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable 
conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's 
ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of 
management  in  the  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation 
to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the 
internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that 
might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable 
conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defmed  above. 

During  the  course  of  our  review,  the  following  condition  was  noted  that  was  considered  to  be  a 
material  weakness  as  defined  above: 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

In  December  of  1995,  there  was  a  change  in  Tax  Collectors.  The  Tax  Collector  of  the  period  under 
audit  did  not  keep  accurate  and  current  records.  The  auditors  assisted  the  new  Tax  Collector  in 
updating  the  taxpayer  accounts  through  the  formal  confirmation  process.  We  also  spent  additional  time 
preparing  and  reconciling  the  State-required  "Summary  of  Tax  Warrants"  and  the  "Summary  of  Tax 
Lien  Accounts"  (Form  MS-61).  The  Tax  Collector  initiated  the  Tax  Lien  process  during  1995  by 
sending  Notices  of  Tax  Lien  in  August  of  1995.  However,  the  Tax  Collector  did  not  complete  the 
Tax  Lien  process  as  follows: 
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1. 


RSA  76:ll-b  Barrington  Notice  -  The  Tax  Collector  did  not  notify  taxpayers  of  all  delinquent 
accounts  within  90  days  of  the  due  date  of  the  fmal  tax  bill  for  1994. 


2.  RSA  80:59  Real  Estate  Tax  Lien  -  The  Tax  Collector  did  not  execute  the  tax  lien  procedure. 

3.  RSA  80:70  Notice  of  Redemption  -  The  Tax  Collector  did  not  notify  the  Register  of  Deeds 
within  30  days  when  full  redemption  of  taxes  was  made  on  liens  recorded  in  previous  years. 

4.  RSA  80:76  Tax  Deed  -  The  Tax  Collector,  after  2  years  from  the  execution  of  the  real  estate 
tax  lien,  did  not  execute  a  deed  on  unredeemed  tax  lien  properties. 

Noncompliance  with  Other  State  Statutes 

RSA  41:35  Remittances  to  Treasurer  -  Remittances  to  the  Treasurer  from  the  Tax  Collector  were 
not  always  being  made  on  a  timely  basis.  RSA  41:35  states  that  "a  tax  collector  shall  pay  all  money 
collected  to  the  town  treasurer  at  least  on  a  weekly  basis,  or  on  a  daily  basis  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration.  Such  daily  or  weekly  payments  may  be  deferred  until  the 
tax  receipts  total  $500." 

Deficiencies  in  the  Internal  Control  Structure 

During  1995,  the  Tax  Collector  had  access  to  make  changes  on  records  of  assessment  valuations.  This 
creates  a  weakness  in  the  internal  control  structure  of  the  Town. 

During  our  audit,  it  was  noted  that  abatements  were  not  properly  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
selectmen.  All  abatements  prior  to  being  posted  into  the  Tax  Collector's  system  should  be  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen. 

Also,  the  following  condition  was  noted  that  we  do  not  consider  to  be  a  material  weakness: 

DISBURSEMENTS  AND  PURCHASE  ORDER  SYSTEM 

During  our  audit,  it  was  noted  that  Purchase  Orders  were  not  issued  in  accordance  with  Town  policy. 
In  addition,  invoices  were  not  approved  for  payment  and  account  numbers  to  be  charged  were  not 
noted  on  the  face  of  the  invoices.  A  review  of  the  purchase  order  policy  is  needed  to  ensure 
department  heads  and  other  individuals  adhere  to  it.  Also,  all  invoices  should  be  approved  and 
cancelled  showing  the  date  paid,  check  number  and  account  charged. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  others  within  the 
administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.

Prior  to  the  Vote:  Pearle  Bean  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  Article  to  read  that  the  District 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  half  day  (four  hours  per  day)  public  Kindergarten  Program  (to  include  three 
(3)  weeks  paid  vacation  for  the  teacher)  for  all  children  in  the  town  of  Hill.  Richard  Brock 
seconded  the  motion.  Jim  Evans  stated  the  Warrant  is  invalid  because  people  signed  names 
to  the  petition  other  than  their  own.  Jim  Evans  filed  a  verbal  protest  to  have  the  signatures 
verified.  Kevin  Barbour  stated  that  the  HiU  School  Board  wiU  foUow  up  on  the  protest.  Sue 
Bogannon  asked  if  busing  will  be  provided  and  if  so  at  what  cost  to  the  town.  Kevin  Barbour 
stated  there  would  be  busing  provided  one  way  at  no  extra  cost  to  the  town. 

Tom  Christmas  made  a  motion  to  end  debate  on  the  Amendment.  Jim  Evans  seconded  the 
motion.  Motion  defeated  on  ceird  vote. 

After  more  discussion  Jim  Evans  made  a  motion  to  end  debate  on  the  Amendment.  Lee 
Hall  seconded  the  motion.  Motion  carried  on  card  vote. 

Kevin  Barbour  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  Amendment  to  Article  #6  to  read  that  the 
District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  ($10,000.00)  based  on  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-Five  (185)  days  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  half  day  Kindergarten  Program 
for  all  children  in  the  town  of  HUl.  Richard  Brock  seconded  the  motion.  Kevin  Barbour 
stated  that  the  contracts  for  the  other  certified  teachers  are  based  on  One  Hundred  and 
Eighty-Five  Days  (185). 

Bill  Allaire  made  a  motion  to  end  debate  on  the  amended  Amendment.  Kevin  Barbour 
seconded  the  motion.  Motion  carried  on  card  vote. 

Polls  opened  and  closed  for  the  voting  on  the  Amended  Amendment  to  Article  #6.  The 
results  of  the  written  ballot  were  28  in  favor  and  26  opposed.  The  Moderator  declau-ed 
Article  #6  passed  as  amended.

for  the  1995-1996  school  year 

The  1995-1996  school  year  was  another  exciting  year  in  the  education  program 
provided  to  the  children  attending  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  Elementary  School.  All  full 
time  staff  members  from  last  year  retvuned  for  another  year  with  the  exception  of 
Patricia  Simpson.  Mrs.  Simpson  was  employed  in  the  Chapter  1  program  which  was 
not  federally  funded  for  the  coming  year.  Wendy  Hannagan  was  hired  by  the  school 
district  to  continue  the  services  of  this  valuable  program.    As  in  the  past,  custodian 
Vinnie  Fortin  was  extremely  busy  giving  the  entire  school  a  top  to  bottom  cleaning. 
He  was  assisted  in  making  the  building  sparkle  by  Bill  Heydt  who  submitted  the  low 
bid  to  paint  the  interior  area  of  the  school. 

The  Hill  School  Board,  chaired  by  Kevin  Barbour  along  with  board  members  Gerard 
Desrochers  and  David  Goldman,  began  the  new  year  with  several  projects  needing 
their  attention.  The  roof  in  the  vicinity  of  Mrs.  Huckins  room  was  repaired  prior  to 
the  painting  of  that  area.  Also  receiving  the  school  board's  attention  was  the  request 
by  the  private  kindergarten  to  utilize  space  in  the  school.  Approval  was  given  when 
Principal  Sally  Fisher  assvued  the  school  board  that  there  was  available  space  for  the 
program. 

The  cafeteria  program  continued  its  excellent  service;  however,  due  to  rising  costs  the 
price  for  a  hot  lunch  was  increased  to  $1.00  a  day  and  milk  was  increased  to  $.25  per 
carton.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Brenda  Cvmunings  and  Patricia  Rosen  who  get  the 
most  out  of  the  finances  available,  even  with  this  increase,  prices  for  the  program 
continue  to  be  the  lowest  in  the  area. 

New  staff  members  greeting  our  children  this  year  were  Chris  Hammond,  part  time 
music  teacher,  and  V.  Robinson  who  was  approved  and  hired  as  the  school  bus  driver. 
Leslie  Nicola  was  hired  as  the  girls'  basketball  coach  and  Stephen  Watson  as  the 
boys'  basketball  coach. 

Many  people  provide  assistance  to  the  school  district,  ensuring  the  best  education 
possible  for  our  children.  Chsdrman  Barbour  wanted  to  make  sure  that  everyone 
realized  the  donation  of  time  and  effort  to  the  students  by  Ginny  Garfield.  He  also 
gave  a  special  thanks  to  the  Emblem  Club  for  their  donations  for  the  drug  awareness 
program  as  well  as  to  the  First  NH  Bank  (now  known  as  the  Citizens  Bank)  for  their 
$227.66  contribution. 

In  December,  the  school  board  received  a  report  from  Dr.  Robert  Brunelle,  former 
Commissioner  of  Education  in  New  Hampshire,  regarding  the  AREA  agreement  with 
the  Franklin  School  District.  School  BoEird  members  were  able  to  have  all  of  their 
questions  answered  by  Dr.  Brunelle. 

In  February  the  school  board  was  presented  with  the  resvilts  of  the  third  grade  New 
Hampshire  Assessment  test  report.  Principal  Sally  Fisher  explained  to  the  school 
board  that  since  this  was  the  first  year  for  the  test,  this  year  would  serve  as  the  base

line  for  measuring  future  tests.  Consequently,  next  year's  results  will  be  watched 
closely  for  comparison  purposes. 

Mr.  David  Kelly  joined  the  school  board  in  March.  David  Goldman  received 
congratulations  and  best  wishes  from  the  school  board  for  his  dedication  to  the 
children  of  the  HUl  School  District.  Kevin  Barbour  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
school  board  and  Gerard  Desrochers  was  elected  vice  chairman.    The  residents  at  the 
annucil  meeting  approved  public  kindergarten.  Chairman  Barbour  expressed 
appreciation  to  all  who  supported  this  extremely  valuable  program. 

Jennifer  Meservey  was  hired  to  be  the  kindergarten  teacher.  With  the  resignation  of 
Valerie  Fraser,  Lisa  McKenzie  was  hired  as  part  time  school  nurse.  The  school  board 
accepted,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Heather  Sherwin  for  the  coming  year.  Also 
receiving  appreciation  from  the  school  board  were  SAU  18  employees,  Dr.  Phyllis 
Cole  £ind  Peg  Downing,  who  resigned  and  will  not  be  returning  next  year.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  COMMUNICATION  OF

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Hill  School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996,  we 
considered  the  School  District's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  Our 
review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and 
should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable 
conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  School 
District's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions 
of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable 
condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does 
not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  fmancial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  m  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our 
consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal 
control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defmed  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  internal  controls,  no  material 
weaknesses  in  the  School  District's  accounting  systems  and  records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses 
or  other  considerations  coming  to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with 
administrative  or  recordkeeping  practices.  In  these  instances,  we  made  specific  recommendations  or 
provided  instruction  to  those  individuals  involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork.  Areas 
discussed  included: 

■  Maintaining  a  Cash  Book  for  the  Food  Service  Fund  Checking  Account 

■  Student  Activities  Fund  -  Invoice  Documentation
